He then went 
back to the garage, ai'd could see 
Hie fire in the middle of the building.

hand chemical 


which delayed tthe flames until the 
fire department arrived, and then 
more chemicals were used until the 
burning machine was extinguished. 


The macihine was the property of 


Loren Martin, eJerk of the circuit 
court, and wasj,driven into the gar- 
age about eight o'clock last night. 
In all probability, a short circuit in 
the marfhiue's wiring caused it to 
catch on five. 


The loss to his machine was near- 


ly .*lflO. a-; the paint was burned off, 
and the entire wiring destroyed. The 
car was parked in among the other 
machines in the usual way. and had 
the fire not been destroyed in time, 
the other machines would have been 
seriously damaged. The flames on 
the automobile were eating danger- 
ously close to the .gasoline tank 
when the firemen arrived.

Prairie Fires Sweep Over Places of 
Former Battles and Hidden Shells

Laon, France (By Mail)— Though 


the war is over, residents of the de- 
vastated districts ol' 
France 
are 


daily fleeing from bursts of shell and 
shrapnel. . 


The new menace is, caused by the 


small grass and swamp fires which 
are following- an unusually dry per- 
iod in Northern France, which fre- 
quently set off the shells that have 
been piled up to.beihauled away and 
exploded iii some safe place. 


Major H. C. Greene, of Boston, 


Mass., had a thrilling ride and nar- 
rowly escaped a hail of shrapnel 6n 
his ..way from St. (Jnentin to Laon 
this week as a result of one of these 
fires. 
A French woman working in 


a field near Bouconville was pain^ 
fully gassed and considerable pro- 
perty damage has (been done. . 


In the vast, desolate fields, thous- 


ands of unexploded shells have 'been 
picked up by German prisoners and 
though there are details 
hauling 


them away and setting them off in 
remote valleys every day, there are 
still long ranks of them everywhere. 
Sparks from locomotives and from 
small fires where battlefield rubbish 
is Ibeiiig-fburned, occasionally set fire 
to patches of dry weeds and the 
accidental 
bursts 
are numerous. 


Roads passing places where shells 
are being set og are guarded but it,is 
from the accidental-blasts that the 
danger comes.

can Red Cross here, where native 
women were taught to sew and to 
make over American hospital gar- 
ments for their poor. They will 
form the nuelous of the first indus- 
trial school for girls .that Montne- 
gro has ever seen. 


After turning out 2112 garments 


for women and children 
in 
two 


months, the supply of material gave 
out, 'because of the 
difficulties 
of 


Montenegreon transportation. The 
machines stood idle. But the women 
who had become so expert in sewing 
with them held a consultation. They 
wanted the machines to keep on 
working. 


A committee tinder Mrs. QOJMV- 


itch, the forwomaii who had cut out 
everyone of the 211ti garments with 
the care aud thrift of an American 
chapter worker, presented their plan 
to the thief nurse. They asked for 
the loan of the workroom and of the 
twenty nine machines to start a sew- 
ing school for the girls of Podgorit- 
za.
